The Powers Annoyed at the Action of 
the Chinese Government. 


The British Minister Moving to Bring 
Matters to a Crisis. . 


Pertinent Questions Submitted to the 
__ Viceroy, and Definite Answers 
Asked for—More Rioting 
in the Interior,

San Francisco, Sept. 13.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The British steamer. 
China arrived early thismorning from 
Hong Kong and Yokohama, twelve days, 
eleven hours and fifty-five minutes from 
the latter port. It was thought she 
would, attempt to break the record 
made by the Vancouver line of steam- 
‘ships, but she did not do so. 

Advices from China to August 20, 
state that Sir John Walsam, British 
minister, has protested strongly against 
the dilatory manner in which the Chi- 
nese government dealt with the recent 
riots and has put three questions to the 
government, asking: 

First—Why the edict on the subject 
of riots was not dispatched through the 
empire by telegraph? 

Second—Why the Wuhu magistrate 
whotried to stop the riots was de- 
graded while his superiors, who did 
nothing, were not punished? 

Third—Why the punishment of the 
guilty at Wusuch was delayed? 

The Chinese government sent the ques- 
tions to His Excellency Li Hung Chang 
to be answered, and Chang replied: 
First—It is not the custom of China 


| to send edicts by wire. 


Second—The magistrate de- 
graded for other reasons. 

Third—The rioters have been pun- 
ished, two having been executed. 

The North China News, commenting 
editorially on the answers, says the

for the setond reply, it was asked at 
the time that.the magistrate was de- 
graded a concession to the natives, 
who had denounced him for -doing his 
duty in the affair. The reply is a pal- 
pable evasion, and only shows that 
China cannot be depended on by foreign 
powers. As for the execution of the 
two culprits, this is unsatisfatory, as 
coming far short of the requirements 
of the Chinese law in cases of murder 
among themselves. Murdersof foreign- 
ers must not be punished more lightly 
than murders of Chinese. Lord Salis- 
bury added to his three questions a de- 
mand that Hunan, which is the hot-bed 
of the anti-foreign sentiment in China, 
be opened to trade, coupled with the 
threat that if China could not control 
her own people, the forei powers 
would take the matterin hand, To this 
the viceroy replies that China is per- 
fectly able to control her own people. 


The News adds: ‘‘Meanwhile the 
powers do not intend to be satisfied 
with these replies, and with what has 
been done by the Chinese government 
so far in the way of punishment and re- 
paration. They have sent China what 
is virtually an ultimatum, and will not 
take any inadequate reply. England’s 
action is understood to be backed by 
the other powers, and it is thought force 
will be used if China is not concilia- 
tory.”

Commissioner Raum Explains Why Some 
Inquiries gre Answered Before Oth- 
ers—Destitute Old Soldiers 
Always Favored.

Wasuineton, Sept. 13.—[By the As- 
sociated Press,] Replying to the query 
of Gen. Enoch, Congressman-elect from 
Ohio, as to why there was not uniform- 
ity in answers to his calls for the status 
of pension claings, Commissioner Raum 
has written. Gea sEpoth wiengthy letter 
pertaining to the settlement of claims 
in the Pension Bureau. In the letter 
Commissioner Raum states that he is 
doing allhe can to secure the prompt 
adjudication of all claims. On the first 
of July there were 528,787 claimants 
who have never been pensioned and 
395,689 claims for increase, making a 
total of 929,426 pending claims. The 
bureau is doing its best, but it is practi- 
cally impossible bring all 
these cases to immediate settlement. 
New claims are to agreat extent given 

overclaims for increase.”’ 

addition to letters of inquiry, etc., 
frais members the office last year re- 
ceived over 1,270,660 communications 
from claimants. their friends and attor- 
neys, inquiring regarding their claims. 
These communications poured in at the 
rate of 3800 per day. The receipt of 
every one of them was acknowledged, 
but it is physically impossible at once 
to give the status of the cases to which 
they relate. Some .are reached more 
readily than others, which accounts 
for the fact that definite re- 
plies to some letters are_ received 
in a shorterspace of time than others.

TUE GERMAN MINISTER’S ACTION. 

The German minister to Chile has 
made public denial here of a cable to 
the Herald in which it was told how he 
had ordered the admiral of the German 
warship Leipsig to surrender political 
refugees, but the admiral had declined 
,to do so, cabling the German Emperor 
for approval of his action, and how the 
Emperor had cabled back sustaining the. 
admiral. The truth of the cabled state- 
ments is reaffirmed, and proofs to the 
contrary challenged. The German 
minister might try to explain another 
extraordinary proceeding on his part 
while he is aboutit. His recent con- 
duct in permitting the removal of Bal- 
maceda’s minister of war, Valaquez, 
from the German legation to prison 
is generally cotidemned and _ has 
provoked much adverse criticism from 
even the warmest partisans of the 
Junta’s cause. President Jorg. Montt 
himself, upon learning the particulars 
of this strange case, ordered Senor Vala- 
quez returned to the legation and de- 
clared that his remoyal and imprison- 
ment were in violation of the sanctity 
of the legation. Senor Montt’s mag- 
nanimous conduct is in marked contrast 
to the action of the German minister: 

The British warship Melpomene has 
been ordered to China and the Champion 
to Esquimalt on Vancouver Island. The 
Champion on the way north will call at 
Coquimbo to take on board Col.Carvallo 
and Intendente Sanchez, two of Balma- 
ceda’s officials, and will land them at 
Callao. 

_ RETURNED THANKS. 

Senor Ordonez, Spanish Minister, has 
tendered the thanks of himself, his 
country andthe Spanish residents of 
Chili to Admiral Brown, of the United 
States flagship San Francisco, foroffers 
of protection tothe minister and his 
countrymen during the recent troubles. 

The foreign ministers are much cha- 
grined at the promptitude displayed by 
Minister Egan in scoring a point in be- 
half of the United States in recognizing 
the Junta’s authority ahead of other 
nations.

Ido not know how ministers here feel 
about spiritualism. but I consider it my 
duty to study it. In my investigations in 
the field of spiritualism I have found, first, 
a great deal of outrageous and disgusting 
fraud. Iwish that all decent and honest 
spiritualists would combine to wipe those 
frauds off the face of the earth. ; 

Ifoundno endof self-delusion. People 
have some form of psychicor clairvoyant 
power, and rush to the conclusion that they 
are communicating with spirits. I have 
found thatit is incontestably true that 
there are people who possess these various 
powers. Study inthis direction may give 
us a widely extended. knowledge of what 
sort of beings we are if it does not establish 
the fact of a future life. 

The speaker said that he had sat in 
his study and been told by a psyche or 
medium, things happening then in an- 
other State about which he or the 
medium could not possibly have known 
anything. These-phenomena were yet 
to be scientifically explained.

Pergamos was situated inthe north- 
west corner of Asia Minor, and was a 
city of great wealth and importance. 
It also had considerable literary celeb- 
rity, and aroused the jealousy of Alex- 
andria oF reason of its possessing a 
library of 200,000 volumes, which was 
ultimately handed over by Mark 
Anthony to Cleopatra, and by heraadded 
to the great Alexandrian’ col- 
lection.. But Pergamos was espe- 
cially noted for its idolatry, which 
was of an_ exceedingly gross 
and degrading character—a living snake 
being worshiped under the worst forms 
of licentious indulgence. And now in 
this ancient.-center of Greek culture— 
this great cathedral city of corrupt 
paganism—a Christian church had come 
into existence. How it originated we 
do not know.. But this epistle indicates 
that it attained considerable strength 
and influence. It even gave a martyr 
tothe Christian faith. While persecu- 
tion could not affect it, however, a num- 
ber of its members were beguiled into 
sinful self-indulgence by the corrupt in- 
‘fluences~ about -them;---This led the. 
Doctor to speak,,upon the general sub- 
ject of Christianity under difficulties,

of the Pergamos Christians and of their

With all/_ their 
good qualities, however, th Per- 
gamos saints needed s5 re- 
proof. have a few” things 
against thee,’’ said the Master to this 
church.

and this is the giant anti-Christ that. is 
now atthe door of the modern church. 
The danger that threatens us is not in- 
temperance nor false doctrine nor 
‘higher criticism’’—It is rather ‘‘the 
lust of the flesh, the lust of the eye and 
the pride of life.’’

Epison is indeed a remarkable man.

That we still import so much is simply be- 
cause we have not yet fully developed 
our resources.

Australia and California. 
Australia is about the newest country 


in the world, but she isin the very front 
rank of civilization. The American 
colonies, as offshoots of Great Britain, 
soon surpassed the mother country in 
promulgating certain correct principles 
of government. Australia, also made 
up of English colonies, is outstripping 
America in many matters of public pol- 
icy. She has adopted a -ballot system 
) which all people desiring purity in elec- 
tions are compelled to adopt. “This is a 
long step in advance of the average civ- 
ilization of this day. 

Australia is ahead of other so-called 
enlightened countries in another re- 
spect. The government there owns and 
controls the railroads, and the advan- 
tages of that system to the public can- 
not be overestimated. In this country 
is a fast growing sentiment in favor of 
that policy, and Australia will have to 
be imitated in this business as well as in 
voting. ¢ 


Horticultural Help. 

The quéstion of help in the vineyards 
and orchards of California has again 
come to the front this season. Chinese 
are not so plentiful as they were and 
demand higher wages. Yuma Indians 
are to be tried at Fresno, and there has 
been talk of importing large numbers 
of negroes from the Southern States. 
Yet, in spite of all this, there are thou- 
sands of unemployed white men in Cal- 
ifornia, most-of whom profess a desire 
for work. What isthe reason for this 
apparently unreasonable conditio® of 
affairs? 

Raisin-growers of Fresno have en- 


through the Chinese employment agen- 
cies of that place. They claim that 


they are willing and anxious to hire 
white help, but have found it utterly 
impossible to do so. The work of pick- 
ing and curing fruit is one that cannot 
be postponed. A delay of acouple of 
days at a critical period may entail the 
loss of thousands of dollars. The vine- 
yardists can go toa Chinese agent, hire 
so many Chinamen foracertain time, 
and be sure that those men will be there 
promptly. On the contrary, to hire 
white men, he has to deal with each 
man separately. There is no organiza- 
tion. If he hiresa hundred, perhaps 
seventy will show up at the appointed 
time, and of these a fourth to a half 
will quit after working afew days. So 
the horticulturist must perforce fall 
back upon the Chinese. 

In San Diego county women have 
been largely employed in the vineyards, 
andhave given great satisfaction. In 
the San Gabriel Valley and other parts 
of this county, whole families work side 
by side in the berry patches, thus earn- 
ing an an appreciable and welcome ad- 
dition to theirincomes. This question 
of horticultural help is an important 
one anda growing one, as more orch- 
ards and vineyards come into bearing. 
If we are compelled to hire Chinamen, 


who send most of the money 
they receive out of the  coun- 
try, we shall lose much of the 


advantage of an industry which should 
give employment to many thousands of 
industrious, desirable citizens. A State 
can never be really prosperous which 
has to depend largely upon coolie labor,

At present both they 
and the would-be laborers are all at sea, 
and in consequence the work goes to 
the Chinese, who know the value of or- 
ganization.

of the hill, from which is seen a broad 
and noble view, belittling the shipping. 
Then there is the new wide boulevard, 
which glances comprehensively at the 
river, and being nearer to it than is the 
upper avenue, gives one a better out- 
look; yet misses: the perfect wonder of 
the view of the. sound and Fisher’s 
Island, and dim Long Island, to be 
gained at the terminus of the Ocean 
Road. Butthere is a charm about the 
drive close beside the water? first des- 
cribed, which changes but does not les- 
sen at different contracied points. The 
fascination culminates at a sharp turn of 
the course, marked by acluster of trees 
anda few high boulders of bush-hung 
rocks; while on the right,where the 
summer cottages freshly repose, spread 
devotedly groomed lawns and luxurious 
gardenage. Before us, now rises the 
lighthouse upon the broader, well-kept 


road; and traveling stretch 
of the sea (the sound) vivid 
in vigorous breeze and_ tinkling 


waves, lifts a veil from the soul as if by 
word of command... Beyond all this 
breathes the glorious reality 6f a wide, 
horizon, caressed by vessels. Midway 
is the Race, where Admiral Walker’s 

Squadron of Evolution maneuvred last 
summer, augmented by the civilian 
naval reserve, composed of business 
men, yacht-owners, amateur sailors and 
the like. who will.correspond to the 
State militia, but with the distinct ad- 
vantage, it isto be hoped, of a pair of 
sea-legs apiece. The State militia has 
its yearly week of encampment at Nimn- 
tic, not far to the right on the shore, 
when the sound of music and the spec- 
tacle of drills draw many a carriage and 
boat load of New London folks in that 
direction. To the left, the Fishers 
Island above alluded to, is now and then 
the place of drill for soldiers of the 
regular army, who send their sharp-shot 


bullets sighing over the heads of the 


unwary, as they themselves calmly lie 
upon the ground at target-practice, and 
generally hit the bullseye. Round about 
go the harbor steamboats to Block Is- 
land, with its valiant pricivices facing 
toward the heroic Atlantic; to Shelter 
Island, Fishers Island and Sag Hirbor.

Sometimesthereare blazers 
and caps upon these’ ‘young nabobs, 
which are composed ofthe respective 
college colors. For thesé new-comers 
are the college boys, and their faces are 
excited by meré exuberance. of life, ir- 
respective of any causg@ or result con- 
nected with the regatta, The buzz of } 
the passing ofthese young forces arouses 
a whirl in the onlooker’s.breast, and we 
declare the sauciness of their personal- 
ities to be fitting, permissible, pardon- 
able. The town heart beats for a week 
for the races, and whemthe day of the 
ulntversity struggle between Harvard 
and Yale comes, the town eagerly has- 
tens in its best clothes'te endanger its

A GIGANTIC STEAL. 
Robbery of the Fidelity Trust 
Bank at 


Nearly a Million in, Securities Taken 
‘by the Cashier, 


Besides Something over Twenty 
_ Thousand Dollars in Cash. 


How Albertson Tried to Force a Compro- 
mise—The Sensational, Arrests 
Which Followed—Escape 
of the Thieves, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Francisco, Sept. 13.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Examiner prints 
the following story concerning the rob- 
bery of the Fidelity Trust Bank at Ta- 
coma by its secretary, Edward Albert- 
son, on August 24: 

It has heretofore been believed that 
Albertson lost some $9000 only in 
speculation, and surprise was caused 
by the extraordinary efforts to capture 
him. It now appears that he took 
$20,000 in cash and near a million in 
securities. Early on the morning of 
August 24a note was received by Paul 
Schultze, a director of the bank, from 
Albertson, saying he had lost $10,000 
of. the bank’s money in speculation, 
and to force compromise had taken 
$10,000 more in cash and $900,000 in 
securities. He would meethim or one 
of his representatives, in the woods at 
a designated place and return the secur- 
ities if givena written agreement not 
to be prosécuted. The point chosen 
givesa commanding view of all a 
proaches and Albertson said he would 
flee at once if he saw more than one 
man coming to the rendezvous. More- 
over he had changed the combination of 
the vaults and it would takethree days 
to open them without it. Meanwhile the 
bank’s credit would suffer. A meeting 
of the directors was held and it was 
agreed to accept the compromise. A 
man was sent to the rendezvous with a 
signed agreement not to prosecute 
Instead of Albertson, he found one 
Chandler, a Tacoma gdmbler, who is 
evidently an accomplice. The messen- 
ger gave him the agreement and re- 
ceived the securities and combination 
*of the vault. The men separated and 
the messenger 
Chandler. The bank at once commenced 
extraordinary efforts to capture te 
thieves. J. H. Cahoon, cashier of the 
Fidelity Bank and a brother-in-law of 
Albertson, was arrested by Detective 
Sullivan and confined by him in 
a hotel for several days trying 
to force a confession. The 
story got out and Sullivan was forced to 
release his prisoner, who was then 
legally arrested for complicity.. Last 
Thursday Sullivan and two guards 
boldly kidnaped R. B. Albertson, second 
cousin ‘of the absconder, and W. E. 
Bailey, who hapened to be with him, in 
the streets of Seattle iu broad daylight. 
The kidnappers were followed and 
arrested and their prisoners freed. 
Albertson was suspected of complicity 
in his cousin’s actions. It is believed 
the thieves have escaped. 

NO NEW DEVELOPMENTS. -

the Fidelity Trust Company assert to- 
night that there is nothing new regard- 
ing the disappearance of Cashier Albert- 
son. Sensational developments are 
promised tomorrow afternoon at the 


preliminary hearing of B.

regarding the sensational article printed 
in a San Francisco paper in which it is 
claimed Cashier Albertson stole nearly

Certain passengers. report that 
at anearly hour Sunday, September 6, 
while the vessel was ina fog, but steam- 
ing rapidly, an unknown sailing vessel, 
believed to be a large coasting schooner, 
struck stem on, the Arizona’s port 
quarter. The passengers, who were in 
bed at the time of the accident, were 
awakened by the- shock and noise, 
and all rushed on deck. It was 
seen that thirty feet ofthe rails and 
life boat had been smashed, that the 
deck was damaged and several plates 
had been bent. Owing. tothe ominous 
evidences ofacollision it was at first 
believed the consequences of the acci- 
dent weré more serious than proved to 
be the case. The passengers were much 
alarmed and life belts were prepared, 
but their fears soon allaved. The Ari- 
zona fora longtime searched in vain 
for the unfortunate sailing vessel. Part 
of the bowsprit was left on the Arizona’s 
deck. From the wreckage seen it is 
feared she foundered.

STREET SPRINKLING. 


What Health Officer MacGowan Says 
About New Carts. 


They are an Absolute Necessity, as the 
Present Outfit Does Not Fill Re- 
quirements—No Job in 
_the Matter. 


A morning contemporary published a 
sensational and misleading article yes- 
terday morning with reference to an al- 
leged scheme to buya lot of sprinkling 
carts, which had been unearthed by one 
ofits reporters. It has been conceded 
for a long time past by the Council and 
the contractors themselves that the mat- 
ter was one whichdemanded reform at 
as early a date as possible, and the mat- 
ter has been a frequent source of dis- 
cussion inthe former body. In order, 
however, to obtain the facts in the case 
a TimEs reporter called upon Dr. Gran- 
ville MacGowan, the City Health Officer, 
who explained the matter as follows: 


For the past three years I have had gen- 
eral superintendence of the street sprink- 


has never been done to the satisfaction of 
the authorities, and less, perhaps, to that 
of myself, than anyone else. This is to 
some extent owing tothe character of the 
outfit. 

When the present contract was let two 
ae ago, the bidding was so close as to 

ring it down to the basis that no one could 
do the work except by using the cheapest of 
labor, the commonest of stock ‘and the 
poorest of wagons. The matter was talked 
over from time to time by the Board 
of Health, and it was’ thought 
that it would be cheaper and better for the 
P city, in the long run, to pay alittle more 
and have a better outfit suitable to the 
needs of a city of this size. It was also sug- 
gested that if the city owned the carts the 
savaing entailed thereby would be enough 
in a few years to pay for the entire outfit. 
This matter was talked over with several 
members of the Council, and in June last I 
wrote to a number of manufacturers inthe 
East, to the efiect that we contemplated 
purchasing a new outfit, and asking for pro- 
posals. Each firm was requested to send 
one of its carts, asa sample, to reach here 
in time for a competitive trial about Sep- 
tember Ist. Inthe mean time, while cal- 
culating upon the expense of the experi- 
ment, it occurred to us that the city could 
not purchase an outfit, for one material 
reason, which was that the city cannot ob- 
tain labor at less than $2 per day. 

The Council now contemplates advertising 
for bids in about a month, and I recom- 
mended, and I understand they intend to 
endeavor to let the contract for as long a 
time as possible, five years if practicable, 
receiving bids by the mile, in the lump, and 
by the cart. The object of this is to enable 
the.contractor to put in an outfit of the 
modern kind, such as the city would put in 
if it could. A 

A number of parties have expressed their 
desire to bid on such acontract and I have 
ascertained that (if the contract may be 
had for not less than five years) for a sum 
not so great as that which Donegan received, 
but somewhat greater than that called for 
in the present contract, such an outfit would 
be placed upon the streets. 

Further, I wish to say that the present 
outfit Consists of about fifty-four carts, the 


andif others were obtainable the Superin- 
tendent of Street Sprinkling and myself 
would condemn them. 

The character of the outfit has also been 
aconstant source of annoyance to myself, 
the Superintendent of Street Sprinkling, the 
Council and the public generally. The con- 


| tract has been let at such low terms that 


only by employing men fromthe county 
hospital and those just out of jail at $18 
per month had the contractor been able to 
keep his carts out, and if he did not possess 
such an able foreman as Ben Summers, he 
would frequently be left -in the lurch for 
labor. These men, working as they do for 
a miserable pittance, naturally shirk and 
exhibit no intelligence or desire to do their 
“Work Well. ‘The 
noterror to them, and if they are dis- 
charged the probabilities are that within a 
week the contractor is obliged to re-employ 
them. 

I think it would be wiser for the Council 
to let the contract in such a manner that 
good carts, driven by intelligent men, re- 
ceiving from $30 to $40 per month, be 
placedupon the streets. Such men, from 
the fear of losing a permanent job, would 
be respectful and careful workmen. This, 
in my opinion, would be agood measure of

WHAT DO WE GET FOR THE CITY TAXES? |

California street. If you are brave enough 


to drive over Fair Oaks avenue, below Cali- 


fornia street, you will agree with me that 
it is not stating the case too strongly to say 
that it is a disgrace to the city. 

‘‘Would it be anything more than justice 
and fair play for the City Council to ex- 
— a part of the taxes’ paid into the city 

easury by residents of this part of the 
city in such way that we may get something 
for our money? South Fair Oaks avenue 
is, or would be, if it were passable, one of 
the principal thoroughfares of Pasadena. 
Moreover, it is the street first and most 
frequently traveled by the strangers who 
come to the Raymond Hotel during the 
winter. The condition of the street is not 
such as toimpress a stranger very favora- 
bly with our city.

The 
cold wave came from the central Western 
States. The-coldest city in the United 


. States on that day was Buffalo, where they 


had frost and a temperature of 48 degrees. 
Wort Custer, Mont., which in winter is 
rated among the coldest points, sweltered 
under a scorching sun and perspired-with 
the temperature at 94. This state of 
affairs here, of course, checked the out-of- 
‘town tide. Proprietors of seaside hotels 
and river résorts sent upa piteous wail.

Date Palms. 
{San Diego Union.] 

All date palms have as characteristic 
leaves as the fan palms. The leaves 
are made up of a long stout midrib, to 
which is attached narrow leaflets a 
foot or more in length at right angles to 
the midrib, thus making along plume- 
like leaf, which is one of the most 
graceful of all palm trees, and the sort 
that our ideal palm always bears. 

The date of commerce, the Phoenix 
dactylifera, is by far the most useful of 
all the dates, though not the most beau- 
tiful. Its coloris a dull green and the 
long leaves stand out stiff from the 
trunk as the midrib is very rigid and 
strong. Old Town and the San Diego 
Mission garden contain the largest 


| plants in California, and are veritable 


monuments ofthe ambition and perse- 
verance of the mission fathers. This 
date is by far the most com- 
mon sort of growing, but now 
we *need to cultivate the rarer 
and more beautiful sorts. Phoenix 
canariensis is today the most sat- 
isfactory of the ornamental dates. 
Its foliage is of a dark. glossy green, 
the leaves long and graceful, thickly 
set along the trunk and a most vigorous 
grower, but it is so graceful that it is 
worthy of extensive cultivation. These 
fine plants are well established in the 
three corners of a small bed in front of 
the Hotel del Coronado dining room, on 
the outside grounds. 

' Phoenix sylvestris, the wild date, is 
quite different from the others just 
mentioned. The foliage is a bluish 
green, the leaf stems very much curved, 
the leaflets narrow, very long and 
pointed, and the whole plant has a 
much more feathery appearance. But 
two specimens are here,. one at Mr. 
Heber Ingle’s, corner of Seventh and 
Ash, the other at Del Coronado court. 


Both are well established and very | 


beautiful. . 


All dates make large spreading plants 
and require a good deal of room, and 
unless the space allows of their growth, 
much of their beauty is marred. They 
are very sturdy plants, able to stand 
all the wind and cold that San Diego 
may have, and they never look weather

WILL ENFORCE THE LAW. 


Beer Saloons Must Close Even If They Do 
Sell Sandwiches. 

Robert Bell, a bartender in the em- 
ploy of J. Schurtz at the Palace saloon, 
appeared before Police Judge Owens on 
Saturday afternoon for trial upon the 
charge of having violated the ‘‘Sunday- 
closing’’ ordinance by selling liquor on 
Sunday. Thg¢ principal witness for the 
prosecution was Officer Rohn, who ad- 
mitted that the defendant had refused 
to sell him any liquor unless he ordered 
something to eat, and this was the 
theory of the defense, but Judge Owens 
was of the opinion that the law had
